^kcHn}^ to (he Best Advantage. 

A paper wi itti'ii by P. H. S[)rague. 
■wf Chicag-o, read Itoiorc the National 
JKancters" AksockUioii of L'hicag-o, 
at the Sherman house, Chicago, 
:^t. 1899. 

Mr. President and Members of 
'the- National Fanciers' Association 
-of Chicago: 

It hat been to me a matter of 
wonderment that I should have 
been selected froM aU jtour number 
to prepare this pftpef. Iverymuch 
,pref erred tbe work should have 
been done by another. Perhap- 
: your secretary thouffbt 1 was the 
proper one, heocc felt justified in so 
dosistcatly ur^^aff it upon me, be- 
cause of ny conaection for many 
.^eara with the business of selling 
^poultry aapplies and poultry and 
^aglfs ci all kiads. While I have 
-vince rery much regretted that I 
-grave way to that insistent urging 
and consented to do this work, and 
while I very much doubt the wis- 
dom of the selection made, yet I do 
not think it exactly egotism to say I 
feel that the transacting of a busi-

J saj fancier and farmer, and of 
<«i>uTse, when I mention farmer I 
■scan poultry farmer, either exclu-

'With tbe production of other kinds 
^ stock or grains, and 1 put the 
two, fancier and farmer, in one 
^lasstfication. because I believe 
there should be little difference be- 
tween them. No one will deny that 
•'the more of :i fancier the farmer 
becomes, the greater will be his 
success, and if the fancier does not 
to some e.Ktent adopt the methods of 
the farmer be will always be a 
ipurcbaser of specimens rather than 
•« seller. Tbe farmer can do better 
with the fancier's thoroughbreds 
■than with mongrels, and the fan- 
'tcser, who does not raise enough to 
gm>perly cull, is making no ad- 
vancement.

Our^objectmust be to get the best 
^rice forthe best article; to sell an

If the demand i« 
established, it is always eaay to in- 
creaae the supply. 

Wm. a kaowledfa of «rhat is 
most diaairable prapar preparaxioa 
in the way of gettinf the best, and 
the appliances for rearing it, must 
be made. With these secured the 
daily detail and labor of successful 
progress must be faithfully attend- 
ed to. Remember, it is the very 
best we are aiming to produce. 

pecimens neglected for but a 
single day will not be as good as 
that always faithfully cared for. 
Perfection in poultry either for 
fancy or market stock can only be 
:d by ha\ ing tlie right 'kind 
e. The most and best eggs 
are produced in like maaner. 

It does not pay to raise mongrel 
stock. No one is justified in wast- 
ng time on mongrels. It is the 
same with poultry as with horses, 
cattle, sheep or hogs. The most 
money is to be made with thorough- 
breds. It costs no more to raise 
pure blooded fowls than mongrels, 
d if you already have a stock of 
common poultry, you should sell off 
and buy full blooded ones, all of 
one breed. 

Now, in regard to marketing, 
and w)iat follows applies more par- 
ticulaily to tha Chlnigf* nwrtpet, 
ith #hi«h 1 tm m^ hmmt. 
The best kind of ckickM Is a plskip 
fowl with yellow skin, such as the 
Plymouth Rock, Wyandotte, Light 
Brahma, LegbcNrn or in fact, al- 
most any chicken with light feath- 
s. Stock of this kind dresses out 
liow, and will always bring the 
top of the market. Dark feathered 
poultry, when dressed out, has a 
dark blue skin, and it always sells 
at a lower price than light colored 
stock. 

The best breed of chickens for 
broilers is Plymouth Bock, Wyan- 
dotte and Light Brahma. The 
chicks should be batched in Jan- 
uary and Febuary. It is hard to 
get hens to set in winter and 
most necessary for the farmer to 
use incubators to raise broilers in 
time to bring the best prices. The 
bator on the farm is being 
brought to more profitable use every 
ir. There is no doubt that the 
ubator and biooder method of 
sing chickens is a wonderful im- 
■ vetncnt on the hen method. It is

In Keotucky—Bryan^t Coming 
Tour Will aioch i Practically 



Certain Victory, And the Demo- 
cratic Organization Will Carry 
the State by Ten Thousand . 



Jas. Creelman in New York Journal 
Frankfort, Ky., Oct. 17.— The 
coming of Mr. Bryan to Kentucky 
turns the hopes of Preaident Mc-
